Wee haue heretofoze failed of Purhopes aud deſires, and the miſchiefes hane rather increaſed 
thzough Ourlenity: And whereas vpon an humble petitfon pzeferred vuto Dur ſaid Father 
from divers ofthe Starchmakersthemſelnes, whereby they were humble ſuitozs vnto His late 
Mateſtie, that if hee would vouchſate by his Letters Patents, to incozpozate them into a body 
politique to hane aperpetuallſucceſſion,and thereby to enable them by the helpe of good Lawes 
and O2dinances, to gouerne the members of thetr owne body, that they wouldnot onely ſubmit 
themſelnes, but would alſo be anſwerable fo2 ſach arefozmationto follow, as ſhould take away 
alliuſt cauſe of further Complaints, Our ſayd Father concetuing thts to be the moſt pzobable 
meanesfo2 reko2mation, o2 toleaue them without excuſe which would not be refozmed,Wwasgra- 
ctouſly pleaſed to inco2po:ate the Starchmakers, and to giue them ſuch power foz their gonern- 
ment as they did reaſonably deſire, And the Starchmakers on their parts did vndertake,that 
they, no2 any member of their body, would at any time then-after, make any Starch of wheat- 
flow2e, Peale,o2 other thing p2ohibited, but Would make the ſame of Pollard and Bzanne onely, 
andſellthe ſame at and foz reaſonable pztces. And that they would not ſet vpoz maintaine any 
Starch-houſle, oz vſethe makingofany Starch in any places, which by the vufit ſituation there- 
of, oz by the ill ozdering thereof, might bee an annoyance to others ,andifthat all others might 
be p2ohtbited fo make Starch to put to ſale, who ſhould not ſubmit themlelues to become mem- 
bers of their body,and conſequently to be ſubtect to their gouernement, That then they would 
with the vttermoſt of thetr endeauours diſconer all ſach offenders, and dzaw them into a way 
to bee p2oceeded againſt foz their contempts, accozding to fuſtice tn ſuch ſo2t as (ould bee di- 
rected. Wee therefoze calling to minde, that thepztces of Cozne arenow growento much higher 
rates, then in thele later and cheaper yeeres theſame were at, and perceiuing that oflate many 
Lradeſinen,out ofa greedy deſire ofgaine, though with the hurt of the Common-wealth, hane 
taken vpon them tobe Starch-makers, andlefc their fozmer Trades and Occupations, haue re- 
ſolned to haue an effectuall refozmation of the abuſes afozeſatd, and conſtantly to put the directis 
ons fo2 that purpoſe fozmerly ginen ,into due execution. And,to the end that what the Starch- 
makers haue vndertaken on their parts to perfozme, may be indeed really perfozmed ; Wee haue

And therefore We do hereby offer Our free and gratious Pardon to all the Cittyzens and Inhabi- 
rants of Our ſaid Citties of Londoy , and Weſtminſter for all Offences concerning the premiles committed againſt 
Us beforethe publiſhing of this Our Proclamation (exceprall thole Perſons whom We have excepted in Our De-

Provided that this Our Grace ſhall not extend to any Perfon , who after the 
publiſhing this Our Proclamation ſhall preſume by Loane or Contribution to aſsift the ſaid Army of Rebells 
to aſſemble and muſterthemlſelves in Armes without Authority derived from Us under Our | hand, or to enter 
into any Oath of Aſſociation forthe Aſciſtance of the Earle of Eſſex, how ſpetioully loever the ſame be preten- 
ded for Our ſafety, for fince the encounter on Sunday the 23** of this Moneth where they uled all poſsible 
meanes and malice to havedeſtroyed Us, and where it pleaſed God to give Us ſo great a vitory over them 
( though withthe loſſeof many worthy men) no man can be unſatisfied in the miſchicfe and malice of their 
Rebellion , Andtherefore We muſt, and dodeclare, That whoſoever ſhall henceforward by Money, Plate 
or otherwiſe afliſtthe ſaid Rebellion , ſhall take Armes by vertue of any pretended Ordinance, or ſhall enter 
inco any Oath of aſſociation againſt Us, or without Our Conſent , ſhall be eſtcemed by Us as an Enemy to 
che publique Peace , a Perſon diſaffeted ro Us, the Religion and Law of the Kingdom , and ſhall according.

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Third, which Statute and Declaration was then obtained and aſſented to upon the Petition, and 
Al :cche inſtanceof the Lords and Commons in thatParliament; for the ſafery and ſecurity of them- 
2] {elves and their Poſteriry, in regard of the different opinions before that time touching Treaſon, 
and what ſhould be ſaid tobe Treaſon, and what not: and hath ſince by other (everall As of 
Parli:zment been r2ri6ed and approved to be kept and obſerved as the Rule and direion for deciding and determining 
of Trealon.

therein promiled co give Order that Care ſhould be taken for their ſeverall Accommodations here, 
whercof now the difficulty is repreſentedto Us, in reſpect both the ſeverall Lodgings in the Col. 
ledges and Halls,and throughoutthe City are found filled with Lodgers,many whereof are taken 
up by Perſons who have neither dependance on Us, Our deare Confortthe Que t Ne, nor Our 
Sonnes the Prince and Duke of Yorke, nor relation to Our Army but are forced hither from their 
ovne Inhabitations, by the Inſolency and Tyranny of the Rebells, and ſoare compelled to ſhelter themſelves under Our

0 minde that the ſame Parliament, conſiſting of the Members which continued to ſit 
untilthe 20'* of April 1653. were Allerto2s of the good Old Cauſe, and had a ſpecial peſence of God 
with'them, and were ſignally bleſſed in that u3ozk, did adjudge tt their duty (the deſtres of many 
g99d people concurring With them therein) toinvite the afozeſaid Members to return to the exerciſe 
and diſcharge of their Truſt, as befoze the ſaid 20" of April 1653 | 

And foz the effecting thereof, the Lo:d Lambert, with divers other Officers of the Army, in the 
name of the Lozd Fleerwood and Councel of Officers of the Army, did upon the 6" day of May 1659.

Lhere are lſkewiſe another ſ\ozt of men, of Wham we have he 
ſpend thetr timein Taverns, ZEipling-houſes and Debauches,giving no other evidence of thetr affection to us, 
but tn Dziriking Qur Health, and Pnveighing againſt all others who are not of their own difſolute temper; and. 
who, in truth, have moze diſcredited our Cauſe by the Licence of their Manners and Lives, then they could 
ever advance tf by their Aﬀection oz Courage, Wehope that this extraozdinary way of delivering us ail from 
all we feared, and almoſt b2ingingus to all wecan t nably hope, hath and will wozk upon the Hearts even 
of theſe men to that degree, that they Will cozvially renounce ail that Licentiouſneſs, Pzophaneneſs and Pm- 
piety with which they have been cozrupted, and endeavozed to corupt others, and that thep will hereafter be- 
come examples of S9bztety and Uertue, and make tt appear that what ic paſt, was rather the Utce of the 
Time, thenof the Perlons, and ſo the fitter to be fozgotten together, 

And, becauſe the fear of Puniſhment, o2 appzehenfion of Pur Difpleaſure, map have inftnence upon many, 
who will not be reſtrained by the Conſcience of their Duty, vde do declare, That we will not exeretſe juſt Seve- 
rity againſt any Malefactozs, ſooner, then againſt Men of diſſolute, debauch'd,and pzophane Lives,wſth what 
parts ſoever they may be otherwiſe qualified and endowed ; and v3e hope, that all Perſons of Honoz,oz in Place 
- and Authozity, will ſo far aſsiſt Us, in diſcountenancing ſuch Men, that their diſcretion and ſhame wtll per- 

fwade them to refo2zm what their Conſcience wouldnot, and that the diſpleaſure of good Men towards them, 
may ſupply what the Laws have not, andit may be, cannot well pzovide agatnſt;there being by the Licence and 
Corruption of the Times,and the depzaved Nature of Men, many Enozmitics, Scandals, and Jmplieties, 
in P2zactiſe and Banners, which Laws cannot well deſcribe, and conſequently not enough-p2ovide againſt; 
which may by the example and ſeverity of Uertuous Men, be eaſily diſcountenanced, and by deg2ees ſupprefſled, 

However, foz the moze effectual refozming theſe Men, who are a diſcredit to the Natton, and unto any 
Cauſe they pzeterd to favoz and to wiſh well to, we require all Bajozs, Sheriffs, and Juſtices of Peace, to 
be very vigtiant and ſtrict in the diſcovery and p2oſecution of all Difſolute and Pzophane Perſons, andſuch as 
Blaſpheme the Name of God, by pzophane Swearing and Curſing, 02 revile oz diſturb Miniſters, and deſpiſe 
the Publick B9ozſhip of God; that betng firſt bound to the Good behavioz,they may be further pzoceeded againſt, 
andexpoſed to ſhame,in ſuch a manner, as the Laws of the Land, and thejuſt andneceſſary Rules of Govern:
